The peace conference that was scheduled 
to be heid at Lausanne, Switzerland, on No- 
Yember 13, to settle the terms upon which 
the Turkish Anatolian government would 
. Agree not to drive the Europeans out of Eu- 
“Pope, has been postponed for at least two 
weeks. Recent developments in the Near East 
have upset the entire settlement and the situ- 
ation is more confused than it was even just 
‘after Mustapha Kemal’s overwhelming victory 
over the armies of Greece. _ - 

4 ‘Already the inevitable effects of Europe’s 
Policy of shilly-shallying with the Turk are 
‘making themselves felt, Because of the back- 
down of France and Italy, their refusal to 
stand with Great Britain, the. weak conces- 
sion by which the Turk was permitted to re- 
enter Europe, the followers of Kemal are 
filled with confidence. As the Germans for 
months after the ending of the Great war be- 
lieved they thad actually been victorious, so 
the Turks believe, not without some shadow 
of reason, that they have Europe ‘bluffed. 

But indications are that they are over- 
reaching themselves. heir‘ insolent demand 
that the Allies evacuate Constantinople at once 
that only one European warship at a time 

t only by per- 
mission. of ,.the., Anatolian government ‘and 
with a salute to the Turkish flag is carrying 
arrogance beyond the bounds of catition. 

The Allies, however, although they have 
promptly refused the .demands of the Mos- 


‘ lem, seem still inclined to shilly-shally. They 


tell the Angora government that they have: 
no desire to interfere with Turkish policy. {n 
view of the fact that Turkish policy appar- 
ently is to grab everything in sight and de- 
mand more, this attitude of the Allies can 
hardly pe described as especially firm. 

_ However, the situation is hot without hope. 
This lies in the fact that the Tarks are tow- 


‘ ing among themselves. Flushed with its. vie- 


tory over the Greeks and its diplomatic tri- 
umph over the Allies, the Angora goverriment 


has declared, in effect, a revolution. It de- 


clares the caliphate abolished, the age-old 
government of the Ottoman empire at an 
end and the Angora government supreme. 
So far as Turkey itself is concerned: this 
program may be.carried out without blood- 
shed or difficulty, for the Sultan has been 
but a figurehead. sinee “Mustapha “Kemal, 
backed by his Nationalist army, rose to power. 
Kemal has, the army, the munitions and the 
vigtory. The sultan has nothing to back him 
but tradition. 
_ But tradition may prove a more potent 
weapon outside Turkey than inside. For the 
gultan is the head of the Mohammedan re- 
ligion. To the Mohammedans of Egypt, India 
and other countries he occupies the same po- 
sition that the pope does to the inhabitants of 
Catholic. countries. The attempt to dethrone 
him or forc8 him to abdicate may not im- 
probably be. looked upon in Mohammedan 
countries as a blow at their religion, marking 
the apostacy, of Kemal and ‘the Turks who 
follow him. 
_ And, ‘indeed, that is what it is. Religion in 
Turkey. has received .a severe backset. Re- 
ports indicate that many of the Turks, espe 
cially the better educated, are much in the po- 
sition of the later Greeks, whose religion was 
only a matter of form, whose worship of the
